Dealing with the ginnings, exclusive of linters, 
there were increases in 1913 over 1912 in every one 
the 13 Southern States mentioned except North 
Carolina, Oklahoma, Texas and Virginia, the gin- 
nings of Texas, 3,371,271 bales, being 874,038 bales 
less than the record crop of 4,645,309 bales of 1912. 
The conditions responsible for the falling off of the 
Texas crop prevailed to some extent in Oklahoma 
and resulted in a falling off of 163,225 bales in the 
crop of that State. Conditions were more favorable 
in most of the Southeastern States, Georgia having 
‘in increase of 533,104 bales and Mississippi one of 
“44,348 bales, while west of the Mississippi, Arkan- 
Sas had an increase of 265,904 bles. The increase 
in 1913 over 1912 did not bring the total ginnings 
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up to the record of 1911, which amounted to 16,109,- 
349 bales, including linters. 

Of the commercial crop brought into sight up to 
last Friday 7,591,702 bales, or nearly 5S per cent., 
were exported, an increase of 521,931 bales over the 
preceding season, and 4,617,158 bales were taken by 
spinners of this country, an increase of 133,272 
bales. The increase in takings by Southern spinners 
Was 238,188 bales, the takings in the rest of the 
country showing a decrease of 104,916 bales. The 
takings by the Southern mills to date are within 
473,460 bales of their total takings in the season of 
1912-13, indicating that the tendency in recent years 
of Southern mills to take a larger and larger pro- 
portion of the American cotton crop will be main- 
tained this year. In connection with this subject it 
is interesting to note that while the total increase 
in the value of six classes of exports from this coun 
try in the first eight months of the present fiscal 
year was from $772,310,759 to $816,292,136, or $43,- 
981,372, the increase in the value of exports of cot- 
ton was from $447,197,616 to $498,810,358, or $51,- 
632,742, there being marked decreases in the value 
of exports of breadstuffs from $143,792,349 to $115,- 
214,881. 
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FOR INDUSTRIES OF CHARLESTON. 


NDER the auspices of the Chamber of Com- 

merce of Charleston, 8S. C., organization is 
planned of the Charleston Industrial Corporation 
with a capital stock of $250,000 to induce the estab- 
lishment in the city and its vicinity of manufactur- 
ing enterprises. It is proposed that the stock be 
divided into 2500 shares of a par value of $100 each, 
not more than 20 per cent. of the subscription to be 
payable in any one year, and the subscriptions to be 
called for when required by the board of directors ; 
that the corporation be limited to the investment of 
not more than 20 per cent. of its subscribed capital 
in any one year, unless stockholders authorize a 
larger amount; that the corporation, unless author- 
ized by the stockholders, shall not lend to any con- 
cern or purchase its securities in an amount greater 
than 20 per cent. of the subscribed capital stock of 
the corporation, and that, as a condition to subscrib- 
ing to the stock of any concern or assisting it finan- 
cially, a member of the board of directors of the 
Industrial Corporation shall become one of the 
board of directors of the assisted concern. This 
project was recommended to the Chamber of Com- 
merce by a special committee after a careful study 
of methods employed in other cities to attract new 
industries. Long concerned with commercial mat- 
ters, although the center of some important indus- 
trial enterprises, Charleston, it is felt by progressive 
business men, has natural advantages for the devel- 
opment of manufacturing, and they believe that the 
organization of an industrial corporation will be an 
earnest of a determination to make the advantages 
available. 

This forward movement by the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Charleston is quite timely in coinciding 
with the increase of interest in the possibilities in 
foreign markets for manufactured goods promised 
by the opening of the Panama Canal. Many months 
ago the MANUFACTURERS Recorp began to urge upon 
Southern cities at tidewater to equip themselves 
wherever possible for participation in the benefits 
of the canal by acquainting themselves with the 
needs of foreign markets and establishing factories 
to meet those needs. It is not going to be a case of 
American manufacturers gaining immediately a 
foothold in new markets simply because the United 
States has made the Panama waterway. Other 
peoples have had the same object in view and may 
be depended upon to compete at every turn with 
American manufactures. To win out, our manu-

using foreign markets as a dump for surplus, They 
must subordinate the idea of persuading others to 
buy because they have something to sell to the idea 
of making goods which others are anxious to buy.

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RAILROADS HAVE NEEDS AS WELL AS 
OBLIGATIONS. 


RESIDENT FAIRFAX HARRISON of the South- 
ern Railway, in the series of talks he is giving 
before business bodies of the South, is emphasizing 
some general principles as to the relations of the 
railroads and people which, if given due considera- 
tion, ought to be influential in inducing a much 
desired adjustment of public opinion on the subject. 
Before the Commercial Association of Danville, Va., 
last week he enlarged upon the idea that a prosper- 
ous railroad system means a powerful factor for 
the maintenance and promotion of general business 
prosperity, and he expressed the belief that, as be- 
tween public regulation of railroads and Govern- 
ment operation of them, the former should prevail 
as contributory to prosperity. He argued that while 
there are but few to claim that regulation has as 
yet been a complete success, all admit that it has 
abolished many abuses, even though it has not yet 
responded to a sense of responsibility for results, 
Ile said: 


So far as applied to railroads, regulation has until now 
been concerned solely with discovering and enforcing the 
obligations of the railroads, and in that respect it has 
achieved a large measure of success, It has, however, 
undoubtedly been handicapped by an undiscriminating at 
tempt at the same time to recognize, foster and applaud 
that kind of competition which all experienced men know 
is responsible for many of the most flagrant abuses that 
have been regulated and abated. 

We know that the ideal is fair competition and fair 
regulation, but just as in the past much of the competi 
tion we have known has been unfair, so much of the reg- 
ulation we have had has been unfair. 

For myself, I believe, and have always believed, in the 
regulation of the railroads by public authority. I have 
seen the manifold good it has done, but I have never been 
blinded as to what has been the practical meaning of 
much of the regulation we have had until now. I have 
regarded it as the pioneer work and not to be judged as 
an achievement. I have hoped steadily, and now believe 
confidently, that we are about to realize a system of regu- 
lation which will recognize that a railroad has needs as 
well -as obligations, and that there are abuses by the 
public of the needs of a railroad as great as any abuses 
by a railroad of its obligations to the public. 

The past divergence of interest between public authority 
and private industry was more apparent than real, but it 
has taken many years of legal warfare to achieve a reali- 
zation, at once public and private, that the prosperity of 
the country is the supreme end for which both parties are 
working, and that a complete victory by the Government, 
which would leave industry prostrate, can do little good 
to the people whom the Government represents. 

During this contest, in which the principle of regula- 
tion has finally prevailed, and ts now accepted, certainly 
by the railroads, as everyone knows, there have been 
many sober-minded men who despaired of ultimate and 
successful peace. Such faint hearts have been flirting with 
the theorist, who offers a panacea, with the result that 
there seems to be a strong drift of radical opinion in the 
United States toward Government ownership of public 
utilities. 

This has found definite expression not only in the in- 
crease of municipal ownership of municipal utilities, but 
in the tendency of the Federal Government to undertake 
activities which used to be considered of a private nature. 
One may cite as an illustration of this tendency not only 
the Panama Canal and railroad, but the construction of 
battleships in navy-yards, the maintenance of gun and 
ammunition factories and the development of the parcels 
post. Furthermore, there are now being debated proposals 
that the Federal Government should own and operate pos- 
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tal cars, should take over the telephone and telegraph 
lines, should acquire an armor-plate factory, and, finally, 
and most significant of all, should construct and operate 
a railroad in Alaska, 

The only working slternative of such proposals, and the 
best insurance against the spread of such abnormality in 
the life of a free industrial people, seems to be the estab- 
lishment of the principle of Government supervision and 
regulation of privately owned and operated utilities on 
enduring and successful basis as will not only 


such an 
control and prevent for all time the abuses which have 
marked the past history of the railroads, but will permit 
them to prosper. 

Mr. Harrison contended, further, that if the prin- 
ciple of balanced and responsible regulation of the 
railroads is to prevail, the ownership and adminis- 
tration of them remaining in private hands, subject 
to such regulation, it is only necessary for lawmak- 
ers to be cenvinced that their laws have secured 
honest and efficient operation of the railroads for 
lawmakers to become alertly interested in their suc- 
cessful development and prosperity. He defined as 
a really prosperous railroad one which collects 
from the public charges fairly remunerative for the 
service it performs, and, after dealing fairly with 
its employes, is able to meet its obligations and pay 
an income to .its stockholders commensurate with 
the actual risk they have taken in their investment 
and the current return earned by similar invest 
ments in the markets of the worid. It must, how- 
ever, have, after such obligations have been met, a 
surplus which will permit it to make improvements 
called for by increasing demands. 

That last-mentioned fact has become somewhat 
obscured in current discussions. Indeed, too gen- 
eral tendency in railroad regulation by the public 
has lost sight of the fact that the means must be 
obtained to keep the railroads up to the average 
standard of efficiency for immediate traffic without 
regard for future growth and the agency of the 
railroad in promoting it. Regulation resulting in 
increased expenditures has too seldom been accom- 
panied by regulation giving opportunity for earn- 
ings to meet the increase, while the reluctance of 
investors to provide additional capital for the rail- 
roads traceable to the consequent depression among 
the railroads has been accentuated by dread of a 
state of public mind which fails to recognize any 
merit whatever in the railroad’s position. Such 
reasonable utterances as those of President Harri- 
son ought to go a long way toward correcting erro- 


neous public opinion. 


BUILDING AT HOUSTON, 


Q* 1126 permits for permanent building improve- 
ments issued at Houston, Tex., in the 12 
months ended with February, 10 were for structures 
of an estimated value of $100,000 or more. They 
included a ten-story brick and concrete office build- 
ing to cost $280,000, an eight-story fireproof store 
building, three-story fireproof high 
school, $250,000; a reinforced concrete compress and 
warehouse, $212,000; a five-story fireproof depart- 
ment store, $200,000; a four-story reinforced con- 
crete assembling plant, $200,000; a three-story rein- 
forced concrete theater, $155,000; a five-story con- 
crete dormitory, $103,800; a ten-story brick and con- 
crete office building and theater, $100,000, and a 
two-story fireproof passenger depot, $100,000. The 


$272,000; a 


aggregate cost of these structures will be $1,852,800, 
or about 37 per cent. of the aggregate cost, $4,965,- 
635, of all the buildings for which permits were is- 
sued, The character of other structures is indicated 
by mention of $242,715 for three steel and concrete 
bridges, $60,000 for a three-story brick store and flat, 
$66,000 for two three-story brick apartments, $77,800 
for a three-story brick store and hotel, $25,275 for 
two two-story hollow-tile residences, $30,000 for one 
two-story brick and concrete residence, $33,500 for 
three two-story brick and veneer residences, $50,000 
for a three-story frame-tile concrete store and flat, 
$77,100 for eight two-story frame and stucco apart- 
ments, $717,840 for 917 one-story frame cottages, 
and $521,900 for 169 two-story frame residences. 
The aggregate value of these improvements is $483,- 
295 greater than the value of improvements for 
which permits were issued in the preceding year. 
The wide range in the class of buildings and in the 
character of the materials to be used indicates not 
only promptness to use modern building materials, 
but activity in construction consequent upon the 
growth of the city. 
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THE RAILROADS’ CASE CLEARLY PUT. 


T the recent annual dinner of the Traffic Club 
A of Pittsburgh President Daniel Willard of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Co. presented in a 
clear and concise manner the salient facts in sup- 
port of the railroad companies’ demand now before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission that they be 
allowed to increase their freight rates 5 per cent. 
Ile recalled that 35 railroads in official classification 
territory have since 1910 made additional invest- 
ments in their properties for greater facilities and 
equipment to the amount of more than $659,000,000 ; 
also that last year, although the gross earnings of 
these very lines were $186,775,000 in excess of 1910, 
their net earnings were actually $16,511,000 less, 
thus revealing that the companies had not only 
failed to earn any return upon the additional capi- 
tal invested, but that they had not earned as much 
as before upon the former property investment by 
more than $16,000,000, 

Moreover, he directed attention to the fact that 
men who have carefully studied the railroad situa- 
tion with respect to the natural growth of traffic 
have stated that the railroads of the United States 
will for some years to come require an additional 
expenditure of $1,000,000,000 a year to meet the 
needs of commerce, and that this capital could be 
obtained only through private enterprise, but men 
would not invest money in railroads unless it would 
yield as good and safe returns as might be expected 
from other investments. Then, if capital could not 
be assured of such results, it would not be forth- 
coming, and nothing could more effectually. check, 
if it would not actually stop, the growth of com- 
merce than insufficient transportation facilities. 

Having thus briefly and plainly stated the posi 
tion of the railroads, President Willard said that if 
they were permitted to make such reasonable 
charges for service as would, with economical and 
intelligent operation, yield sufficient in net earnings 
to pay a fair and reasonable return upon the re- 
quired capital, there would be no difficulty. This 
condition could be brought about by granting the 
increase of rates which the roads have asked. 

Mr. Willard’s argument is a strong one. It is 
well known that the railroad companies have for 
the last few years been “up against it,” to use a 
familiar expression. ‘The tendency of rates has 
been downward; the cost of labor and material 
steadily upward. It costs more to employ men than 
it did several years ago, and cars and engines are 
also more expensive. It used to be possible for a 
railroad company to buy 100 locomotives of average 
size and capacity for $1,000,000; now they cost 
nearly, if not quite, twice that much. Some of this 
increase in engine cost is owing to the greater aver- 
age size, but much of it is due to higher manufac- 
turing costs as regards wages and materials. There 
has also been a considerable advance in the price of 
both passenger and freight cars, and, in addition to 
this, has come the demand for an entirely different 
the all-steel passenger coach—so that 
Furthermore, in 


sort of car 
safety may be greatly increased. 
some States there are what the railroads call “full- 
crew” laws which compel them to employ on freight 
trains more men than are actually necessary, it is 
claimed, to operate trains with perfect safety. Air 
brakes and automatic couplers are now so generally 
in use that the same number of men is not needed 
to operate any train safely over its line. 

It has seemed as if the railroads were the main 
targets which legislators liked to take a shot at. 
There has been some modification of this attitude 
for the reason that in certain States, at least, it was 
discovered that necessary railroad construction to 
develop new territory was halted on account of hos- 
tile laws. And it used to be that the public de- 
lighted to see the railroads heckled. This dispo- 
sition has, however, largely abated; the companies 
have mended their ways—did it a long time ago— 
and the people generally feel much more friendly to 
them. There is ample evidence of this friendliness 
to be found in current expressions of opinion con- 
cerning the application of the Eastern lines for au- 
thority to raise their rates. 

Whatever the decision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission may be, it is earnestly to be hoped that 
the case will result.in the roads being permitted to 
find a way out of the difficulty which will insure a 
full maintenance of present facilities and a liberal 
provision for the requirements of the future. The 
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business of this country is swelling at such a rates 
that to do or to permit anything to be done whic) 
would check advancement would be no less than :

NEW ORLEANS PUBLIC COTTON WARE. 
HOUSES. 


& is hardly likely that the plan for a South-w' 
system of bonded cotton warehouses will 1 
consider the project for which a bond issue of $3,000 
000 has just been floated for the construction at Ni 
Orleans, under the auspices of the port commission 
of that city, of a thoroughly modern cotton termin:; 
und warehouse plant. This undertaking is deen 
of so much importance that Edwin E. Judd, comnx 
cial agent at New Orleans of the Department of Co: 
merce, has made a report to the Department givi: 
some details and an estimate of the benefits expect 
As tentatively outlined, the plans call for six rei 
forced concrete warehouses, each 600 feet long, 1 
feet wide and eight stories high, equipped with t! 
most approved mechanical devices for dispatch 
handling cotton, and with a loading wharf and she 
along the entire 3000 feet of frontage on the Missi 
sippi River. Each warehouse will have a maximui 
storage capacity of 54,000 bales of cotton, excius'\ 
of the ground and top floors, and the plant wi 
easily be able to take care of yearly receipts o 
1,000,000 bales or more. Among the advantages Jooke: 
for are the elimination by the use of machinery o! 
many of the present costs of handling, minimum stoi 
age charges, suflicient only to cover the cost of oper: 
tion, interest and depreciation and to provide a sink 
ing fund to retire the bonds, as the plant will be 
public property, and a reduction in insurance rates 
One of the greatest benefits, however, will be tl« 
effect of the new warehouses on the financing of tly 
cotton crop, as it is expected that certificates of cotto: 
stored in these fireproof, State-owned warehouses will 
be first-class security for loans and will have a nego 
tiability equal to that of grain certificates. Mr. Judd 
points out that at present loans by New Orleans 
banks are made on a basis of the borrower's credit 
rating, rather on cotton collateral, that with readily 
transferable certificates loans can be made from 
other banks in other parts of the country, and that 
this facility, together with the ability to store cotto 
at the wharf at a low cost, will enable cotton owners 
to hold their cotton until they choose to sell, instead 
of letting it move to the market as soon as it has 
been ginned. Another expected advantage in tl: 
new system will be the opportunity given for cotton 
dealers to take advantage of low freight rates offered 
by tramp steamers, instead of depending upon ship 
ments on through bills of lading carried by line 
steamers operating under rate contracts with _ the 
railroads, and in this connection a transferance ot 
the work of distributing cotton to 
sumers from European centers to New Orleans, thus 

elimnating expenses of rehandling.

The workings out of this plan will be studied 
closely by growers, shippers and manufacturers of 
cotton, all of whom will share in the advantages of 
its success. It seems to be a forward step toward 
the proper handling of a crop second to none in its 
industrial, commercial and agricultural importance 
and, yet, one which has been neglected to a remark- 
able degree when all of its potentialities are consid 
ered. The American cotton crop with its seed bas 
now an annual value of about $1,000,000,000, nearly 
one-sixth of the value of all farm crops of the coun- 
try. In the past 34 years the cotton crops of the 
South have had an aggregate value of something 
more than $17,000,000,000, or about $9,000,000.000 
more than the value of the world’s production of gold, 
and nearly $6,000,000 more than the world’s produc- 
tion of gold and silver in that period. In none of 
those years has the combined value of the outpu; of 
all the gold mines and all the silver mines in the 
world equaled in value the value of the South’s cot- 
ton crop with its seed, and in only five of the years 
was the output of all the gold mines in the world 
sufficient to pay for the cotton exported from the 
United States. 

Of the total value of merchandise exported from 
the United States in the last fiscal year, $547,357,- 
195 represented raw cotton, $53,743,977 manufac- 
tures of cotton and $36,291,758 cottonseed and its 
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products, an aggregate of $657,392,980 for products 
of the cotton plant, and nearly 26 per cent. of the 
total value of all merchandise exports from the 
country. There are 144,000,000 cotton spindles in 
operation in the world, and Southern cotton fields 
upply 65 per cent. of the 22,000,000 bales of cotton 
£ consumed annually by the spindles.

JUDGMENT OF NINE YEARS’ EXPERIENCE. 


By W. P. G. Harpine, President First National Bank, Birmingham, Ala
